Report U.S. planes 
in Cambodian bombing 


BANGKOK, Thailand (U P I) - Radio 
Phnom Penh said today U S. warplanes 
killed at least 15 persons and wounded 40 
Wednesday in two bombing raids on the 
Cambodian town of Siem Reap 
U S military and embassy spokesmen 
in Bangkok issued a joint statement say­ 
ing the “ report is ridiculous and com­ 
pletely without truth ” The statement 
reportedly came after U S officials here 
contacted higher authorities in Wa­ 
shington. 
A Thai spokesman said his air force 
was “ absolutely not" involved in the in­ 
cident. “ We had nothing to do with it,” 
he said. “ We don’t even know whether 
it's true ” 


(In Washington, Maj. Duane Austin, 
duty officer at the Pentagon, said, “ I 
have no word on anything like that. I am 
totally unaware of it ” ) 


The Cambodian broadcast, monitored 
in Bangkok, said American F ill swing- 
wing bombers killed at least 15 residents 
of Siem Reap and wounded 40, badly 


damaging the center of the city and its 
hospital. 
The radio said the planes flew toward 
the Thai border, about 80 miles to the 
west, after both passes. 
Siem Reap, about 150 miles northwest 
of Phnom Penh, lies beside fabled 
Angkor Wat, the almost perfectly 
preserved ruins of the past Khmer 
civilization. 
Radio Phnom Penh said a lone F H I at­ 
tacked Stem Reap Wednesday morning, 
dropping three bombs, at least one of 
which was a “ 500-kilogram bomb.” 
presumably meaning a 1.000-pounder. 
“ On the same day at 1400 hours (2 
pm I two other planes of the same type 
dropped air bombs on the same spot and 
then flew quickly northward, again in the 
direction of Thailand,” the broadcast 
said. 
There are no U.S. warplanes stationed 
in Thailand. Spokesmen confirmed the 
last F ills stationed here left last June. 
The closest known F ill station to Cam­ 
bodia is South Korea

VV citizens 
forming own 
association

A group of Vandenberg Village citizens 
who say they want to make amends for 
ignoring community politics and govern­ 
ment for “ 30 years” are forming a 
property owners' association aimed at 
I .OOO members. 
Prime movers behind the drive are 
John Sherman and John Flaherty and 
some other associates who had previous­ 
ly formed the St Andrews Way Property 
Owners Association Sherman said the 
association was donating its $165 
treasury to the new group 
A meeting held last night at Security 
Pacific National Bank in the Village, at­ 
tracted about 20 residents. Sherman 
called it a “ briefing.” and said similar 
sessions are scheduled next Tuesday and 
Thursday, at 7:30 p m each night In the 
same place 
Sherman said he and his associates 
have divided the Village into seven 
geographic districts of 250 houses each 
The group’s leaders hope to sign up a 
minimum of I.OOO of the Village’s adult 
population Dues structure, as recom­ 
mended initially would be set at a 
minimum of $10 a person, or two per cent 
of the property tax. in order to generate 
about $15,000 annually. 
The group hopes to rent an office in the 
Village, and employ a secretary. Even­ 
tually the group plans to publish a 
regular newsletter 


Sherman said. “ We’ve been poor 
citizens for 30 years, moving around, and 
we want to make amends ’’ Both 
Sherman and Flaherty are retired. 


Sherman said they plan to name six 
committees with 12 to 15 members each 
to investigate a wide range of subjects 
that include the future of the Village — 
status quo. incorporation, annexation — 
and such questions as zoning, land use. 
school taxes, fire and police protection, 
water utility rates, tax structure, 
proposals for split of the county, and 
sewage questions. 


Sherman said “ we want to avoid the 
buckshot approach-' to questions that 
sometimes become matters of crisis in 
the community 


First step after a consolidation of 
membership will be incorporation of the 
association for tax purposes. Sherman 
said 


door-knocking efforts to cover areas they 
haven’t already been to. 
Each of the candidates has been mak­ 
ing as many one-on-one contacts as pos­ 
sible during the past few weeks. How 
successful they have been in convincing 
voters that they are the ones to be 
elected will be told at the polls on elec­ 
tion day Tuesday. 
Nine consolidated precincts will be 
open from 7 a m. to 7 p.rn for the con­ 
venience of the 7,387 registered voters in 
the city. 
City Clerk Wilma Thomas predicted a 
turnout of under 50 per cent while at the 
same time hoping the voters would prove 
her forecast to be incorrect. 
“ With all the money that the city 
spends on elections. I would certainly 
hope that at least 51 per cent of the 
registered voters would turn out to elect 
the people who will be representing them 
on the city council for the next four 
years,” she said. 
First ballots to be counted will be the 
absentee votes, which as of this morning 
totaled 27. Those who applied for 
absentee ballots have until Tuesday to 
get them back to Mrs. Thomas’ office at 
city hall 
Mrs Thomas said the ballot count at 
election center in the city council 
chambers on Tuesday night is expected 
to be complete by IO p.m. 


The count will be done mechanically 
on the punch-card ballots, using a rented 
machine identical to the one used two 
years ago, “ It worked beautifully then 
and we were finished with the tally by IO 
p m ." said Mrs. Thomas. 


Financial interest statements by the 
candidates, filed as required by the state 
elections code, show few of the can­ 
didates with major investments. 


Earl Collins, John Feto, Alberta 
Morgan. Joe Valencia and Charles Ward 
listed no investments over $1,000 or in­ 
terest in real property other than their 
personal residences. 


Ed Rodgers listed no investments over 
$1,000 but did list real estate interest un­ 
der $10,000 in apartments at 316 E. Air­ 
port and between $10,000 and $100,000 in 
apartments at 705 North E St. 


Burnham Truman listed investments 
between $10,000 and $100,000 in the ISI 
Corp and investments under $10,000 in 
American Mutual Fund. Inc. He showed 
no real estate interests other than his 
personal residence. 


Floyd Southern showed investments 
between $10,000 and $100.0000 in Spectra- 
Tone Paint Corp common stock, and un­ 
der $10,000 in Sundries. Inc., a wholesale 
paint firm, common stock. He has a 
partnership valued at under $10,000 in 
Mr. Paintm an. ownership valued 
between $10,000 and $100,000 in the Ex­ 
ecutive Shop for Men. and real estate in­ 
terest exceeding $100,000 in the Virginian 
Apartments. 


Italian Communist leader 
seeks independent powers 


MOSCOW (U PI) — Italian Communist 
leader Enrico Berlinguer bluntly stated 
today that his party has the right to set 
its own policies, independent of the 
Kremlin 
He told the 25th congress of the Soviet 
Communist party that Italian Com­ 
munists would continue to seek a 
“ democratic way out” with Socialists 
and Christian Democrats, with full 
respect for existing individual and civic 
liberties. 
Despite several warnings by Soviet 
and Kremlin-line orators about parties 
that jeopardize the unity of the Com­ 
munist movement, presumably includ­ 
ing that of Italy. Berlinguer pulled no 
punches in calling for an independent 
path. 
“ We are for the open and frank con­ 
frontation of diverse experiences and 
positions,” he said. “ It is well known 
that in the Communist movement there 
exist different points of view, even on 
important questions.” 
Berlinguer said differences “ should be 
discussed in a climate of amity, taking 
into account the inalienable right of each 
party to equality and respect for its 
autonomy.” 
Berlinguer said, in fact, that allowing 
independence to each party would 
strengthen rather than weaken the Com­ 
munist movement.

In the revelations that led to his arrest. Rose admitted fabricating the story 
even to the dialogue that ensued between him and the women 
Rose faced court action today

A low number of patients and surgeries at the Lompoc District Hospital in January 
cost the public facility $5,000 in operational costs. Ken Wicks, hospital administrator, 
said this morning. 
According to the monthly statistical 
report presented last night to the dis­ 
trict's board of directors, 49.5 per cent of 
the hospital's 60 beds were filled on the 
average in January. To break even the 
hospital must have approximately 60 per 
^cent of its beds filled during a month 
' 
In December. 57 per cent of the beds 
were occupied. 
The report also indicated that the 
number of surgeries, which a hospital 
depends heavily on for revenue, was also 
down last month. In January there were 
61 operations while in December there 
were 109. 
Wicks said that the high malpractice 
insurance premium costs have caused 
Lompoc doctors to admit fewer patients 
and perform less surgeries. 


The doctors, he said, “ are not anxious 
to do things that might get them in trou­ 
ble. so they are being very conservative 
and this is being reflected in our hospital 
activities.” 
He said that Dr. Jean Michels, an 
orthopedic surgeon, and Dr. John D. 
Sawyer, a general surgeon, have cur­ 
tailed operations and Dr. David J. Ray, 
a urological surgeon, has quit his Lom­ 
poc practice and moved out. 
General surgeon Dr. Eldon Elam, he 
said, is “ working his head off” perform­ 
ing surgery. He is Lompoc’s only work­ 
ing surgeon 
Although the hospital census may be 
down again next month, the hospital will 
probably break even, said Wicks. That is, 
when the increased bed and ancillary 
service rates go into effect. 
Last month the board voted to increase 
the bed rates from $83 to $93 a day and to 
increase most ancillary services, in­ 
cluding x-ray, respiratory and physical 
therapy, anesthesia, newborn nursery 
and cardiology 
The new rates are expected to 
generate $100,000 in additional revenue 
in six months 
“ Hopefully, the new rates will let us 
break even.” remarked Wicks. 
Last night’s report also showed that in­ 
patient x-rays were down from 271 in 
December to 209 in January and that lab 
exams were down from. 3,249 in 
December to 2.864 in January. 
The lowest number of patients in the 
hospital was 27 in January and 29 in 
December TTie high figures were 43 in 
January and 48 in December. 


Former committee heads 
unanimously endorse Ford 


"The autonomous development of each 
party constitutes a decisive factor J or 
the progress of the movement toward 
socialism and for the very creative 
development of our theory,” he said. 


Berlinguer said he was convinced that 
the success of the Italian Communist 
party — the largest in the West and the 
winner of a third of the votes in regional 
elections last June — was due to its 
ability to adapt “ to the special 
characteristics of the historic, civil and 
political development in our country.” 


He said Italian Communists are 
struggling for a “ socialist society... that 
guarantees respect for all individual and 
civic liberties, for religious freedom, 
and for the freedom of culture, the arts 
and for Socialists and Social-Democrats 
in many countries, there is a lessening 
reluctance to deal with Communists. 


He also cited as an “ interesting” 
development, what he called the “ anti­ 
capitalist and anti-imperialist” 
senti­ 
ments growing among political move­ 
ments of Christian inspiration. 


Earlier, an expert on American affairs 
said the Soviet Union wants progress on 
arms limitation and is prepared to give 
the United States details of Soviet 
weapons that are similar to American 
weapons it wants banned. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Twelve 
former Republican National Committee 
chairmen today unanimously endorsed 
President Ford’s presidential candidacy. 
Ford s performance since he took over 
the presidency in August, 1974, had 
earned him their endorsement, the 
former chairmen said 
William Miller, a former GOP party 
leader and vice presidential candidate on 
the 1964 ticket with Sen 
Barry M. 
Coldwater. R-Ariz.. told reporters after 
a White House breakfast meeting with 
Ford. “ We are united in support of Presi­ 
dent Ford for the nomination of our 
party and for election.” 
Miller said, “ We feel we represent 
three decades of the Republican party ... 
and the President’s performance for the 
past 19 months leads us to believe he 
deserves the nomination of the party.” 


Ford invited eight of the ex-chairmen 
to the breakfast, along with current 
chairman Mary Louise Smith, who must 
remain impartial between Ford and 
Reagan. Four other former chairmen 
who were invited could not attend the 
breakfast, but were included in the en­ 
dorsement. 
Miller said, “ I am very pleased to say 
that I speak for all of them (former 
national chairmen) when I say they all 
endorse the President for the nomination

Bailey gives up on Patty 


lie detector evidence 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Defense 
attorney F. Lee Bailey today gave up ef­ 
forts to get favorable lie detector tests 
on Patricia Hearst admitted at her bank 
robbery trial, 
He told U.S. District Judge Oliver J. 
Carter that the defense would withdraw 
its motion to have polygraph experts 
testify because of the judge’s consistent 
rulings that he wouldn’t permit it and 
because of “ the 5th Amendment 
problem.” 
“ The defense will no longer insist on 
lie detector tests,” said Bailey. 
“ Therefore, I can advise the court the 
defense will need one and a half more 
days of court time.” 
The “ 5th Amendment problem” refers 
to Miss Hearst’s refusal to answer ques­ 
tions — in court, to psychiatrists or to 
polygraph experts — about a lost year 
during her 19 months in captivity on 
grounds it might incriminate her. 


Commission 
votes fees 
for picnics 


The County Park Commission voted 
unanimously Thursday afternoon to 
recommend to the Board of Supervisors 
that a group picnic fee system be set up 
to provide funding for replacement and 
maintenance of facilities in county 
parks. 
The commission agreed on a tee 
schedule of $10 for picnic sites accom­ 
modating 50 to IOO persons, and $20 fee 
for sites accommodating over IOO 
persons. 
North County commissioners Ray C. 
Jacobs, Lompoc; Robert Ferrero, Los 
Alamos, and Joe W. Gray, Santa Maria, 
appeared to vote reluctantly for the 
measure, with Jacobs stating that “ the 
Board of Supervisors has to pass on this, 
and that will be a problem.” 
Jacobs, Ferrero and Gray all told the 
commission, with Marilyn O’Keefe sit­ 
ting as chairperson, that they had 
received “ static” against the proposed 
fee system. 
The commission agreed that public 
school groups under jurisdiction of 
school staff member would have fees 
waived on school days 
Jacobs told the group before the vote 
that “ my reaction is adamant against 
the fee even if the money is earmarked 
for parks We pay enough taxes now.” 
“ That's the way I look at it,” Gray ad­ 
ded, and Ferrero nodded he agreed with 
these views. 
But South Coast member Gay 
Parkinson said she got a “ reverse reac­ 
tion” from constituents and said “ maybe 
it was because of the way I presented 
it.” 
Housing Authority 
tells of rent plan 


Families with low income or at the 
poverty level will be aided by a federal 
rent support program announced by the 
Housing Authority. 
A family determined to be eligible by 
the Housing Authority will be given a 
certificate of family participation. The 
family may then seek a suitable unit 
anywhere within the operating jurisdic­ 
tion of the Housing Authority office that 
issued the certificate If the owner is 
willing to lease a unit to the family, and 
if the Housing Authority determines that 
the unit meets certain standards, a lease 
can be arranged 
In order to receive assistance through 
the program, a recipient must qualify 
both as one of lower income, and as a 
family in accordance with the require­ 
ments of the Housing and Urban 
Development agency. 
The term, lower income, indicates 
families ranging from one person on an 
income of $6,700, up to eight family 
members on an income of $13,400. 
Income below the poverty level in­ 
dicates families ranging from one person 
on an income of $4,000 or less, up to eight 
family members on an income of $8,500.

Portuguese armed forces 
hand over civilian power 


LISBON, Portugal (U PI) — Twenty- 
twp months after seizing power, the Por­ 
tuguese armed forces have signed a for­ 
mal pact handing over most of the day- 
to-day government work to civilian 
politicians. 
The 
m ilita ry ’s 
policy-making 
Revolutionary Council no longer will be 
Portugal’s supreme executive and 
legislative body, although it will retain 
veto powers on constitutional questions 
and defense for at least four years. 
Under the agreement. Portugal’s first 
freely elected government in 50 years 
will take power after election of a 
legislature on April 25 and a president on 
June 27. 
When the president has been elected, 
he will name a prime minister, who will 
form a government on the basis of the 
legislative vote. 
The current Socialist-led government 
will serve until the new government is 
formed this summer. Portugal has had 
six provisional governments since the 
April 25, 1974. “ Flower Revolution” that 
ended 48 years of right-wing dic­ 


tatorship 
“ The lack of democratic experience 
for many years has resulted in rivalries 
and misunderstanding during the past 22 
months,” President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes said at the pact-signing 
ceremony Thursday at the Belem 
presidential palace. 
“ This fact makes it advisable for the 
armed forces to continue playing an as­ 
sociate role, even if temporary, in the 
construction of a new society.” 
The part signed between the military 
and the nation’s five major parties was 
for a four-year “ transition period,” dur­ 
ing which the armed forces will switch 
from a dominant to consultative role in 
governing. 
Although Costa Gomes reminded the 
parties the military would continue to 
play a role in defense and constitutional 
affairs, he said. “ The armed forces does 
not want to reserve for itself a signifi­ 
cant share of political power 
“ On the contrary, we want to restore it 
to civilian powers chosen by popular 
will.”

Ford believes 
Nixon trip hurt 


Nixon takes lazy cruise 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford says the weight 


of evidence on hand indicates 
Richard M 
Nixon's trip to 
China hurt his campaign in the 
New Hampshire primary. 
“ But I would not want to 
make that categorical com­ 
ment at this tim e." he added 
In an interview with Ralph 
Renick of WTVJ-TV of Miami, 
Ford discussed the impact of 
the Nixon trip on the New 
Hampshire race in which he 
narrowly defeated Ronald Rea­ 
gan. 
But Ford appeared to be in a 
buoyant mood with his slim 
New Hampshire win He was 
hosting a breakfast this morn­ 
ing with a group of former 
chairmen of the Republican 
National Committee who plan­ 
ned to put out a statem ent sup­ 
porting his candidacy. 
The P re sid e n t’s rem ark s 
about Nixon w ere tougher 
T hursday than 
W ednesday 
when he told mem bers of the 
Inland Press Association he 
thought the form er president’s 
trip had only a “ minimal ef­ 
fect" on his election chances 
His second thoughts came 
after a strategy meeting with 
his political lieutenants, most 
of whom had expressed strong 
beliefs that the Nixon trip had 
hurt Ford. 
“ I think the weight of the 
evidence we have so far — we 
don’t have all of the evidence in 
— is that it probably was harm ­ 


ful ’’ Ford said. 
Told th at Sen. B arry M 
Goldwater. R-Ariz., said that if 
“ Nixon wants to do this country 
a favor he might just stay in 
China." Ford said he would 
leave it to Goldwater to "ex­ 
plain that rather than for me to 
try to analyze it." 
Ford gave a reception for 
members of the Republican 
National Committee Thursday 
evening and Rogers Morton, his 
political counselor, expressed 
the belief that m ost of its 
members supported Ford. 
He noted their “enthusiastic 
applause" for Ford, who in a 
brief speech forecast a GOP 
victory Nov 2. 
Ford told the gathering the 
“economic trends are all good'' 
and said "we are going to con­ 
tinue to get good economic 
news." 
Ford heads south this week­ 
end for a second round of cam ­ 
paigning in Florida. 
He said in the WTVJ inter­ 
view he is encouraged but 
hesitates to "pick a num ber” on 
how well he will do in the 
March 9 primary. 
“ I think we have the momen­ 
tum going in Florida,” he said. 
"Our last trip to Florida was 
very good I think we have a 
good organization in Florida. So 
I am optimistic about Florida." 
He also repeated it was "not 
inconceivable’’ that Reagan 
could be his vice presidential 
candidate.

Quake fault off Diablo may be 


part of 200-mile long system 


SAN LUIS OBISPO (UPI) - 
An offshore fault near the 
Diablo Canyon Nuclear power 
plant may be part of a 200-mile 
long system and, as part of that 
system, could generate a very 
strong earthquake, a geologist 
says. 
Dr. Eli Silver, chairm an of 
the geology departm ent at the 
U niversity of C alifornia at 
Santa Cruz and a researcher of 
offshore faults, told the Tele- 
gram-Tribune Thursday there 
is evidence that the Hosgri-San 
Simeon fault system could link 
up with the San Gregorio fault 
or a connector fault between 
them south o f Point Sur. 


The San Gregorio then con­ 
nects with the San Andreas 
fault offshore from San Fran­ 
cisco, he added, noting that if 
his theory is correct, the fault 
system could run from San 
Francisco to Point Arguello, 
due west of Lompoc, a distance 
of about 200 miles 


If his theories are correct, 
Silver said, the Hosgri, which 
runs about 21 a miles offshore 
from the nearly com pleted, 
controversial 
Diablo Canyon 
reactors, would be a “ major 
fault" capable of generating an 
earthquake possibly as strong 
as 8 on the Richter scale.

Los Olivos trustees 
push bond campaign 


Trustees of the Los Olivos 
Elementary District stepped up 
their efforts this week in 
meeting voters and speaking at 
neighborhood coffee gatherings 
in a joint effort to apprise the 
electorate of the necessity of 
passing a $140,000 school bond 
election next Tuesday. 
An estimated 300 registered 
district voters are eligible to 
cast ballots in the election. A 
two-thirds majority is needed 
for passage. 
Approval of the measure will 
mean that all 149 students of the 
school, a record-high enroll­ 
m ent will attend classes 
starting next fall on a single 
new campus being developed on 
an eight-acre site along Alamo 
Pintado Avenue directly across 
from the present school plant. 
In essence, the bond election 
will decide whether the Los 
Olivos School will operate as a 
single or split campus. 
Both Los Olivos school as 
well as State education officials 
are opposed to the split campus 
concept. 
Under construction at the 
present time and due for open­ 
ing in the spring on the new 
campus site are facilities which 
include an office, restrooms, 
four classrooms and a kitchen. 
This building project was 
financed with funds provided by 
a $338,000 loan from the state. 


Proceeds of the loan, however, 
were insufficient to provide for 
the moving of any of the present 
classrooms on the old campus. 
Scheduled to be moved should 
the bond issue pass are a 
kindergarten room, a modulux. 
two classrooms, and a storage 
room. 
Cost of the project covered by 
bond money includes $34,900 for 
the relocation of the existing 
buildings. $78,000 for an ad­ 
ditional classroom, restrooms 
and workroom and $26,400 for 
site development. 
District Supt Gates Foss said 
the problems facing the dis­ 
trict. including a financial 
pinch, an unw anted split 
campus and a continuing jump 
in enrollment, was brought 
about by state law which com­ 
pelled the district to abandon 
its old school building con­ 
structed in 1927. 
He emphasized that passage 
of the bond issue was necessary 
because the state will not 
allocate any further funds for 
future growth or for the moving 
of the present buildings to the 
new campus. 
The polling place in the old 
gym will be open from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m.

VISALIA (U P II - Gov. Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr., made an 
unannounced appearance at an 
agriculture symposium under 
way in Visalia and pleaded for 
re-establishment of the dying 
state Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Board 


Brown said he fe lt the 
problems that caused the 
Legislature to refuse to appro­ 
priate funds to continue opera­ 
tion of the board could be solved 
"if we all work together.'' 


The governor made a sur­ 
prise appearance at the A- 
griculture Issues and Outlooks 
Symposium in Visalia Thurs­ 
day. He was not on the agenda 
as a speaker but when he 
walked into the Convention 
Center the symposium chair­ 
man announced, "our agenda 
has just been changed.” 


Brown spent the next 90 
minutes addressing those at­ 
tending the session and answer­ 
ing their questions. 
" I think over time that if you 
and I work together we are go­ 


ing to be better off in this whole 
situation.” he said “ I feel it is 
mv job to bring the people of 
this state together. It is my job 
to support the farmers as well 
as the workers and the unions. I 
want to see the ALRB back in 
operation but I won’t take 
sides.” 
Brown was asked whether he 
would sign a new Apicultural 
Labor Relations Act if the 
legislature passed one including 
the eight amendments request­ 
ed by growers. 
" I don t think you can get 
two-thirds of the legislature to 
buy those eight proposed 
amendments.” he said “ But if 
it happened I probably would 
not sign it.” 
Brown said he fe lt the 
prospects “are very good” that 
the ALRB would be funded in 
the 1976-77 state budget and he 
said in reply to a question that 
he did not think the legislature 
would hold up the entire $12.6 
billion state budget just be­ 
cause it contained life-renewing 
funds for the ALRB.

The council, which has lost 
much of its left-leaning image 
of the Fifties and Sixties, 
opened its 24th annual weekend 
convention at the Los Angeles 
Hilton. 


Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
who along with his opponents 
failed to receive the council’s 
primary endorsement two 
years ago, plans to address an 
estimated 2.000 delegates and 
alternates on Saturday. 


Although the governor insists 
he hasn t made up his mind yet. 
some Democrats think he may 
give a hint on whether he will 
run as a California favorite son 
for president or head up an un­ 
committed delegation to the 


national nominating conven­ 
tion 
Supporters of such presiden­ 
tial hopefuls. as Fred Harris, 
Jimmy Carter. Morris Udall, 
Frank Church and Birch Bayh 
will seek the convention’s en­ 
dorsement of their candidates 
But. because of the jam - 
packed field, none is expected 
to muster the 60 per cent vote 
necessary to endorse. No 
presidential candidate has ever 
received endorsement of the 
council, not even George 
McGovern in 1972. 
Council President Wallace 
Albertson observed it would be 
"tough” for any candidate to 
woo enough delegates, adding,

About ISO million sterile flies 
imported from Hawaii for a 
massive birth control effort ap­ 
parently have done a good job 
mating with the fertile wild 
flies and producing sterile eggs, 
thus wiping out the pests, 
Leonard Johnson, project direc­ 
tor of the county Pest Detection 
Department, said Thursday. 
Swarms of the pests invaded 
an 80-squa re-mile area in Oc­ 
tober. endangering the valua­ 
ble citrus crop. Eggs from the 
fly produce maggots that make 
fruit and some soft vegetables 
unpalatable and unmarketable. 
In November, the pest detec­ 
tion department began im ­ 
porting sterilized flies, neu­ 
tered by exposure to cobalt 
radiation as larvae, from th*: 
University of Hawaii at a rate 
of about 25 million a week. 
Johnson said the department 
had found no more wild flies 
since Nov. 14, which he said im­ 
plied the insects were prac­ 
tically eradicated. He said, 
however, sterile flies will be 
released until May, just to be 
sure. 
If no more flies are captured 
by Aug I. the pest will be con­ 
sidered totally exterminated. 
he said.

BUFFALO, N Y (UPI) - 
State Supreme Court Justice 
Frank R. Bayger, saying ‘‘there 
can be no useful purpose served 
by continuing,” has dismissed 
all charges against IO former 
Attica Prison inmates, who had 
been accused of kidnaping 
guards during the nation’s 
bloodiest prison riot in 1971. 


Bayger’s decision Thursday 
followed a motion to dismiss 
the charges “ in the interests of 
justice” by chief Attica 
Prosecutor Alfred J. Scotti. 


Another state Supreme Court 
Justice, Carman F. Ball, took 
under advisement Scotti‘s re­ 
quest to dismiss charges 
against three other inmates and 
the only state trooper indicted 
in connection with the uprising 
that claimed 43 lives. Thirty- 
nine died when state troopers 
and correction officers stormed 
the prison on Sept. 13, 1971. 


“ Personally I am not at all 
sure that justice will be ac­ 
complished by the granting of 
this motion,” said Bayger. 
“ However, in view of the un­ 
ique prosecutorial responsi­ 
bility associated with the Attica 
investigation, there can be no 
useful purpose served by con­ 
tinuing.” 
In seeking the dismissals of 
all but one pending indictment, 
Scotti harshly criticized the 
state’s investigation of the 
rebellion. 
“There is one standard of 
justice for all,” the special 
deputy attorney general said. 
Settlement 
awarded in 
air crash 
LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A 
federal court jury Thursday 
awarded $1.5 million to the 
children and parents of a 
London couple killed in his­ 
tory’s deadliest plane crash, the 
first of a complex series of 
cases involving 1,100 plaintiffs. 
The money will go to the 
children and parents of David 
Kweep, owner of a chain of 
tobacco and confection shops in 
England, and his American 
wife. Phyllis. 


They were among the 346 
persons — mostly British and 
Japanese — killed when a 
Turkish Airlines DC10 crashed 
25 miles north of Paris on 
March 3. 1974. 
The judgment was rendered 
against McDonnell Douglas 
Corp., which built the DC10, 
and General Dynamics, which 
designed it. By previous agree­ 
ment Turkish Airlines will pay 
$60,000 of the sum. 
The jury of five women and 
one man deliberated 10Mt hours 
before returning the judgment 
for the couple's children, Melis­ 
sa, 4, and Laura, 3, and 
Kween’s parents, Cecil and Bet- 
* ty Kween of London. The 
children now live with Mrs. 
Kween’s parents in Seattle. 


Sequoia park 
EIR filed 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
U.S. Forest Service Thursday 
filed a final environmental im­ 
pact statement for the proposed 
development of a 16,000-acre, 
year-round recreation area in 
Sequoia National Forest, but 
legal action may still delay the 
controversial project. 
The Mineral King area, once 
a silver mining region with 
mountain peaks rising some 
12,000 feet above Alpine valleys 
has been a federal game refuge 
since 1926. 
Walt Disney Productions 
proposed developing the area in 
1965 and three years later sub­ 
mitted a suggested master 
plan, which was approved by 
the U.S. Forest Service in 1969. 
However, a lawsuit by the 
Sierra Club has tied up the 
proposal in the courts and 
Douglas Leisz, regional fore­ 
ster, said that’s where the mat­ 
ter remains. 
“ It could take several years 
to resolve.” he said.

Spokesmen for Bank of 
America and Wells Fargo said 
Thursday they will continue in 


the program, but warned they 
cannot be expected to put all of 
their resources into student 
loans and probably will have to 
establish ceilings 
“ We can't shoulder the load 
for the whole state,” a Bank of 
America spokesman said. 
“ We're already handling more 
than half the total number of 
loans in the state, and we ll be 
expected to handle even more. 
“ We would just have to put 
more restrictions on the pro­ 


gram. limiting the number of 
people to whom we lend " 
As of the end of 1975. Bank of 
America had 168.888 loans out­ 
standing with a total value of 
$196 million 
The amount in 
default was not immediately 
known, but the default rate on 
payable loans was 18 43 per 
cent 
Louis Weber, who runs the 
program at Wells Fargo, 
sounded a similar theme 
“ We are already the most 


heavily committed bank in 
California participating in the 
program, with four-tenths of 
one per cent of our total capital

“ With demand increasing, we 
may have to cap our allocation

As of Jan 31, Wells Fargo

Nationally, the default rate

Miliate wrestles in the 168-pound slot for the 
Lompoc Braves He breezed through the competi­ 
tion last Saturday at the CIF prelims, winning his 
four matches by a combined score of 28-5 
“ He has a lot of confidence in himself," says 
Braves’ wrestling coach Jerry Hamstad 
I guess 
you’d have to say he’s a little bit cocky.” 
The reason you'd have to say that is because of 
things he does, things like the “stick 'em" socks. 
Last year, when Steve was having a good season. 
Lompoc fans would yell “ Stick 'em !” to encourage 
him to pin his opponent. 
So he had “Stick em Sam 
(SAM being his in­ 
itials) sewn onto his letter jacket And when he took 
the mat in his first meeting with Cabrillo’s Mark 
Hall this year. Steve was wearing a pair of socks 
upon which “Stick 'em ” was boldly stenciled a few 
dozen times. 
“ It was a nice gimmick." sm iles Steve. “ I like to 
make things grand I kind of like crowd reactions. 
But Hall won the match and the socks went into 


the drawer. 
"I’m real superstitious,” says Steve. “ My morn s 
even worse She had to shake hands with me and 
Joe (Steve’s older brother) before we left the house 
for football gam es last year. You know, she gave us 
the athletic handshake. She didn't do it before the 
Righetti game, and we lost ” 
Steve’s senior football season was cut short due 
to a head injury. His wrestling season started off as 
a minor nightmare. He was pinned in the league- 
opener against San Luis, then lost to Hall. His next 
five league matches were either losses (one on a 
disqualification) or opponent forfeits. 
“ Everything went wrong,” he recalls “ When I 
got pinned, that ruined me. my confidence went 
downhill.” 
“ He lost to some good wrestlers,” adds Hamstad. 
“ Maybe he was a little overconfident. He found out 
that some of the other boys had improved a lot, 
too.” 


The turning point was the Santa Barbara Tourna­ 
ment late in January. He won the tourney and 
started to get back in the right frame of mind. 
“ I like to go out on the mat thinking I'm just go­ 
ing to tear the guy apart," Steve says 
That's what he did in his final two league 
matches, in the league tournament, and at the CIF 
prelims. Now he’s rolling, the enthusiasm is high 
“ I just love battles,” he says. “ Everyone says 


what a long season it is, and that they’re tired I 
can't wait for practice to come every day. I dig it.” 
It s the same enthusiasm that has made Steve the 
school’s top man in the weight room. Though he’s 
only 5-8. he has bench pressed 400 pounds, 50 pounds 
better than anyone else in school. After wrestling 
season he's going for M iheSekela s three vear-old 
school record of 420. 
“ In eighth grade, my goal was to make varsity 
football as a sophomore,” he relates. “I started do­ 
ing IO finger-tip pushups and 15 regular ones every 
night. I never missed a night. Now I do 75 regular 
ones and 40 special ones every night. Plus I do some 
kind of weights every day It gives me an edge If I 
make a mistake wrestling, I can always make up 
for it by getting aggressive.” 
Hamstad agrees. “ He depends a lot on strength. 
He’s a smart wrestler. He doesnt have outstanding 
speed, but lots of strength, and he doesn’t make 
many m istakes.” 


Miliate hopes to attend Cal State Long Beach next 
year. He'd like to wrestle, study social sciences and 
physical therapy, and even get into a little sports 
journalism. 


It s an ambitious program, but he should be able 
to handle it. especially if he rem em bers to shake 
hands with his mom before leaving for Long Beach.

The plans for a recommenda­ 
tion for financial help from the 
county expressed by Founda­ 
tion President Jacques Charest 
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and 
F o u n d a tio n m a r in e 
biologist James Hudson didn't 
get a warm response from the 
commission as a whole, and 
after the presentation Jacques 
and Charest said they felt the 
reaction was indicative of the 
fact the public seems complete­ 
ly unaware of the problem and 
the huge economic losses due 
this area if the abalone beds 
become completely depleted as 
presently threatened, 


Because the abalone seekers 
— the professional and sports 
divers — are "hunter types and 
individualists" it has been dif­ 
ficult to organize them into a 
pressure group on behalf of 
abalone bed restoration. 
Charest acknowledged 


Specifically. Charest sought 
commission approval of a 
proposal for $32,000 in county 
funds for the reseeding project. 


Marine pollution, over-fishing 
and other factors have been 
sending the abalone resources 
"down the drain." he declared. 


County approval of offshore 
oil and gas drilling platforms 
and o n s h o r e o i l - r e l a t e d 
facilities which have dumped 
waste material into the ocean 
have contributed to decline of 
abalone production, it has been 
shown.

Who's right? 


We want to live as long as the next guy. 
for sure, and so we avidly follow the 
many reports of the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration. consumer advocates and 
the like. And then we read rebuttals that 
confuse the dickens out of us. 
For example, just recently the FDA 
banned Red Dye No. 2. the most widely 
used food coloring 
ever. Previously, if we 
all rem em ber, they 
took cyclam ate out of 
the soda pop and can­ 
ned peaches and other 
things. 
Now 
a 
le a r n e d 
professor from the 
University of Califor­ 
nia at Davis comes out 
with a fact that if com­ 
mon food items such 
as cauliflow er and 
lim a 
b e a n s w e re 
te s te d in th e sam e m a n n e r as 
cyclamates and Red Dye No. 2. they also 
would have been banned from the 
market. 
Dr. Fergus Clydesdale, a member of 
the UC Davis department of food science 
and technology, said there is “a strong 
emotionalism about food additives which 
tends to distort the test.” 
Dr. Clydesdale went on to explain: 
“ Red Dye No. 2 tests were done on rats 
whose carcasses were allowed to rot 
after they died, and that’s a very poor 
way to run a test. Incredibly, cyclamate 
tests were adm inistered by giving 
animals the equivalent of 800 bottles of 
soda a day for life.” 
The professor, who suggests the 
government submit food additives to the 
same tests it conducts on regular foods, 
added: 
“If you ate cauliflower at the rate of 15 
to 20 pounds a day, you’d get goiter 
b e c a u s e of a 
c h e m ic a l c a lle d 
thiocyanate. Or. if you ate 20 pounds of 
cooked lima beans a day, you’d probably 
hie from hydregon cyanide poisoning, the 
chemical used in gas chambers. The 
analogy is correct, because that’s the 
way the additives are tested.” 


State Labor Commissioner Andrew 
Evans had a tough decision the other 
day. He had to rule who was worth more, 
Santa Claus or the Easter Bunny. 
Evans went with Santa Claus. He ruled 
that Santa works harder and sees more 
children each year than the Easter Bun­ 
ny and is therefore worth 90 cents more 


an hour. 
The ruling grew out of charges brought 
by six Easter Bunnies, all women, who 
claimed they were victims of sex dis­ 
crim ination because Santas, m ostly 
men. earned more. 
Evans said that Santas see m ore 
children and are twice as successful in 
getting parents to have their children 
photographed on their lap. He said a 
man or woman who suits up as Santa 
earns the same wage and a male and 
female Easter Bunny earns the same 
pay, even if it is less than Santa’s.

The death of Paul Robeson was widely 
noticed, and his accomplishments, as an 
athlete, young lawyer, singer and actor, 
widely remarked. Then there was, to be 
sure. that other business. Here is how 
Time Magazine handled it. “ ...Always he 
felt hemmed in by the constraints upon 
blacks... In the mid ’40s and 1950s. he 
w as an o u tsp o k en 
ch am p io n of civ il 
rights. He moved for a 
tim e to the Soviet 
U n io n 
w h e re 
he 
thought that blacks 
had more freedom and 
where he sent his only 
son 
to 
s c h o o l. 
Condemned at home in 
the McCarthy era as 
an a d m ire r of the 
Soviet Union and a 
friend of Communism, 
Robeson went into a 
clouded decline from which he never 
emerged. Stricken by a circulatory ail­ 
ment in 1963, he spent his last years in 
seclusion...” 
Now the editors of Time, who are high 
practitioners of literary precision, know 
that the clause, “Condemned at home in 
the McCarthy era as an adm irer of the 
Soviet Union and a friend of Com­ 
munism” is intended to denote a fuller 
understanding than the m ere words con­ 
vey. The statem ent is intended to be 
read, “ (Falsely) condemned at home in 
the (hysterical) McCarthy era as an ad­ 
m irer of the Soviet Union and a friend of 
C om m unism (which of course he 
wasn’t)” —and it makes one muse rueful­ 
ly that Senator McCarthy never at­ 
tem pted in his lifetim e as m uch 
historical revisionism as some of his 
detractors commit in his name. 
Now take Robeson. In 1947, he earned 
$104,000, singing and acting in America. 
In 1948. the great decline began. All of 
America stopped listening. “ But for the 
$30,000 be got for a 1949 concert tour in 
England, he really might have starved to 
death,” Carl Rowan wrote in the late 
’50s interviewing Robeson. 
Now. what happened in 1948° Did Joe 
McCarthy eat Mrs. Roosevelt? Did he 
call Shirley Temple a Communist? Did 
he demand that anyone who defended 
civil rights for Negroes should be banned 
from the recital halls of the nation? 
No, as a m atter of fact. In 1948 Senator 
McCarthy was totally unknown, a junior 
senator from Wisconsin who was poking 
around the edges of one or two con­ 
troversies. none of them related to Com­ 
munism. But here is what did happen in 
1948 The Soviet Union stabed a coup in 
mid-day. collapsing the freedom of 
Czechoslovakia, for which freedom the 
British, in 1938 and 1939, promised to 
fight if necessary by war. . 
In 1948 the fury of Stalin’s purges was 
becoming known in the west, as defec­ 
tors wrote about life under his terror. In 
1948. crucial atom bomb secrets were 
delivered to Russia by Soviet agents. In 
America, the Communist Party mounted 
a presidential candidate, dubbed by Mrs. 
Luce as “ Stalin’s M ortimer Snerd.” By 
the time the vote came. Henry Wallace 
was so discredited for his obvious 
manipulation by Moscow, that he got the 
vote of a mere handful of people. 
Senator McCarthy began his notoriety 
in Wheeling. West Virginia, in 1950 By

that time. Robeson was already a pariah 
in America. 
B ecause of his outspoken cham ­ 
pionship of civil rights? 
Robeson never cared for civil rights in 
general He was prophetically right in 
denouncing Jim Crow He said he desired 
civil rights for American Negroes. But it 
cannot even be assumed that there was a 
genuine purity in his attachm ent to black 
rights, for all his talk about his iden­ 
tification with black people everywhere 
in the world Because when such African 
states as he praised — Ghana, in par­ 
ticular — systematically denied civil 
rights to their black citizens, there was 
no protest from Robeson. 
Robeson was. quite simply, a Com­ 
munist fellow traveler, whose service to 
the Soviet Union began in the mid­ 
thirties. who took his son there to school 
in the late thirties, who accepted a Peace 
Prize from Stalin in 1952, who denied in 
1946 that he was a Communist but a year 
later invoked the 5th Amendment when 
asked the question again; who was 


denied a passport when Dean Acheson 
was Secretary of State — Acheson being 
the prem ier anti-M cC arthyite in 
government; who even when the State 
Department authorized him to visit 
Canada, was denied entrance into 
Canada. 
In 1963, a Reuters dispatch from 
London reported rumors “that the singer 
would give up Communism.” These were 
denied by Robeson.

WASHINGTON - Howard R. Hughes, 
the phantom billionaire, has been out of 
public sight for so long that the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) may move to 
declare him legally dead. 
Several federal agents, who have 
followed Hughes’ movements, believe he 
IS dead. As far back as Feb. 18. 1972, one 
agent declared in a 
speculative memo: 
“ It is my belief that 
Howard Hughes died 
in Las Vegas in 1970 
and that key officials 
in charge of running 
his em pire concealed 
this fact at the time in 
order to prevent a 
catastrophic 
dissolu­ 
tion of his holdings." 
The memo suggests 
that a “double” could 
easily have been sub­ 
stituted for the real Howard Hughes, 
since almost no one outside the recluse’s 
inner circle has seen him in years. “The 
double no doubt has been schooled in 
Hughes' speech, mannerisms and ec­ 
centricities.” the memo conjectures. 
A pattern of “complete isolation’’ was 
established, with “only a few trusted 
servants” having direct access to 
Hughes, notes the memo. The next step, 
it suggests, was to move the supposed 
im p o ste r “ to a frie n d ly foreign 
country." This would be necessary, in 
the agent’s opinion, “to obviate the pos­ 
sibility of a government intrusion by 
search w arrant." 
T h e d a n g e r of e x p o s i n g t he 
masquerade would have lessened, adds 
the memo, “ with the passage of time and 
the double’s isolation from any outsiders 
who knew the real Hughes.’’ 


This scenario has not been dismissed 
in Washington as complete fantasy. 
Other government investigators also 
suspect that the eccentric billionaire 
may be dead, although they lack con­ 
clusive proof that he is either dead or 
alive 
Spokesmen for the $2 billion Hughes 
financial empire call the speculation 
preposterous. They contend that the 
elusive Hughes is quite alive, sound in 
both body and mind He is now residing, 
they say, at the Princess Hotel in 
Acapulco 


The government has a deep interest in 
Hughes’ welfare. If he has departed this 
world unannounced, someone owes the 
Treasury' tens of millions of dollars in 
estate taxes. Those reponsible for the 
hoax would also be subject to prosecu­ 
tion 


For them. too. the stakes would be 
high 
As the memo points out: “The 
power and financial benefits innuring to 
any group in control of a $2 billion em ­ 
pire are manifest. The opportunities for 
the siphoning off of hundreds of millions 
of dollars are also obvious.” 


Alarmed over this possibility, House 
Monetary Affairs Cha i r man Ben 
Rosenthal. D-N.Y., has privately urged 
the IRS “to determine whether Howard 


Hughes still exists.” 
The IRS is reluctant to compel a show­ 
down with Hughes without "reasonable” 
evidence of fraud. But if the billionaire 
refused to meet personally with IRS 
agents to prove he is alive, a case could 
be made to declare him legally dead. 
Our associate Bob Owens has spent 
several weeks, meanwhile, tracing 
Hughes’ movements during the past six 
years. Here are the key findings: 


—Sheriff Ralph Lamb investigated 
Hughes’ sudden disappearance from Las 
Vegas on Thanksgiving eve 1970. The in­ 
vestigation led to Dr. Harold L. Feikes, 
who had been summoned to Hughes’ 
penthouse the previous month to give 
him blood transfusions. The doctor 
warned that if Hughes had been taken 
anywhere except an intensive care unit, 
his life could be in danger, the sheriff 
told us. Feikes refused to comment. 


—At the time Hughes left Las Vegas. 
he had seen no one outside his tight per­ 
sonal circle for more than a decade. Dur­ 
ing the next several months, a man pur­ 
porting to be Hughes met face-to-face 
with half-a-dozen outsiders. The first 
was Turner B. Shelton then the U.S. am­ 
bassador to Nicaragua, who described 
Hughes as “about six feet, three inches 
tall, very thin, weighing from 140-150 
pounds, with graying hair and wearing a 
neatly trimmed Van Dyke type beard.” 


—The last known visitors to call on 
Hughes were N evada’s Gov. Mike 
(^ C allaghan and G am ing Board 
Chairman Phil Hanniflin. They also 
described him as tall, thin and 
graybearded and found him to be fully 
alert. The meeting took place in London 
in March 1973. No outsiders have visited 
him since that date, so far as we have 
been able to learn. 
—Hughes has been able to travel from 
country to country without a valid pas­ 
sport. He reportedly lost his passport 
during the 1972 earthquake in Managua. 
His aides tried to obtain a replacement 
without submitting an up-to-date photo of 
Hughes. But this arrangement was 
refused by Passport Director Frances 
Knight. 
—In September 1972, Hughes met with 
New York stockbroker Julie Sedlmayr 
and attorney I. Courtney Ivey about a 
stock deal. Significantly, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission demanded 
proof that Hughes was really alive The 
two men filed affidavits about the 
meeting and a Treasury handwriting ex­ 
pert authenticated Hughes’ signature on 
the stock documents. Sedlmayr and Ivey 
told us Hughes was mentally alert. 
—Despite his fabulous wealth, Hughes 
has managed to get off without paying 
federal income taxes year after year. 
Sources with access to his tax returns 
tell us, however, that once in the 1960s he 
was stuck with a $7 million tax liability. 
We have stablished that in some years, 
at least, Hughes didn’t sign his own tax 
returns. 


There is more to the Howard Hughes 
story, which we’U report in future 
columns.

He’s the man whose son or daughter 
has attended ei#it schools in the past 
eleven years, but who is still named 
honor student. He might be the man who 
wakes you up by gunning his sports car 
down the street at three a.m. because he 
has been called out to the base for some 
type of emergency. 
But he's the same guy who is quietly 
gone one day only to turn up later in news 
reports of heroic action in Southeast Asia 
or some other spot in this troubled world 
He’s the vonlunteer in the local public 
service club, or maybe you see him on 
Sunday in church with his family. He’s 
the guy who invites you over for 
barbecue (and burns it) on his new grill. 
He’s the man who arranges for a 
fishing trip for the local handicapped 
children or an outing for the Boy Scouts, 
just to see the joy in their faces. 
He’s the man who keeps the peace in a 
dozen European countries or watches the 
jittery borders of Korea, for the kind of 
pay that would make most men smile in 
disbelief. 
He’s the man whose family manages 
without him while he is on solitary, 
isolated assignment somewhere he can’t 
take them. 


He’s an ordinary guy — the man next 
door. A good neighbor, a dependable 
friend; a man who cares about his 
country and his community. 

You know him 
because he stands a little taller because 
he wears it.

In a previous letter, I made some 
calculations based on enrollment totals, 
total school district employees, and 
student-teacher rations. These figures 
were the same ones that school district 
officials have quoted to the public the 
past few months. Upon reading my let­ 
ter, Mrs. Steiger (School Board 
President) cautioned me about using 
erroneous figures. Mrs. Steiger provided 
me with more detailed figures on total 
numbers of school district personnel. 
These figures were for the 68-69 school 
year (14,083 students), and the present 
school year (10,9%). I would like to pass 
these on to the rest of the school districts 
taxpayers 


In the 68-69 school year, there were 264 
classified and 628 certificated personnel 
for a total of 892 employees. The cer­ 
tificated personnel consisted of 565 
teachers and 63 non-teachers. 


Now look at the present school year. 
TTiere are 310 classified and 561 cer­ 
tificated personnel for a total of 871 
employees. The certificated personnel 
consists of 475 teachers and 86 non­ 
teachers. 


Examine the differences in personnel 
between the two school years: 68-69, 565 
teachers, 75-76, 475 teachers, a loss of 90; 
68-69, 264 classified, 75-76, 310 classified, 
a gaul of 46; 68-69, 63 non-teaching cer­ 
tificated; 75-76, 86 non-teaching cer­ 
tificated, a gain of 23. 


The district loses 3148 students and we 
drop 90 teachers. That I understand. The 
district loses 3148 students and gains 46 
classified and 23 non-teachers. This 
nobody understands. With this kind of 
economical operation, what does our 
school board do after “careful study,” 
they close two schools to maybe save a 
few thousand dollars.
